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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claims, while following the format of the previous claims 16-20 (21), add limitations which raise new 
issues, such as requiring the results to be "an optical negative birefringent t layer", i.e. result in a layer having such properties, with claim 
26 similar to previous claims 20 or 21 , requiring the new limitation of having 2 polarization filters & formula considerations related thereto. 
The specification needs to be studied to determine its support for these changes is adequate. It is noted that the clarifications in the 
phrasing, that make it clear which limitations apply to which options might also be considered to encompass new issues, in that it changes 
the scope, for example by positively requiring alfoptions a, b & c to conform to the requirements of "unrestrainably shrinks..." 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The proposed amendments to the specification plus the 
explanation of the "ordinary" & "extraordinary" would remove the objections thereto, and the proposed new claims appear to provide 
appropriate clarifying language to limitations that were uncertain, as well as removing or suitably modifying language that was rejected 
under 1 1 2 first as having insufficient support.
